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OUTRAGES IN THE COAL REGIONS.

Another Terrible Murder Perpetrated by
Unios Minersy; nad Leiended by the “W. B
A7 A Maw Killed in a Sick«roem.

Tue Miners’ Journal (Pottsville) of yesterday
tus the tollowiog: —

Yesterday we gave a history of one of the
maort bellish outrages that was ever perpetrated
i any country, in which an Amerlean eitizen,
who bhad doue nothing but gone to work to sup-
port bis family, was most brutally murdered;
wtd the fieunds also attempted to burl no less
than fifteen persons into sternity. We to-day
give the full particnlars of the cold-blooded
murder of anotber Ameriean citizen, lu a sick-
roum, at Treverton, which has never been pub-
Hehed in full before. A diffienlty occurred with
the men empluyed at the Trevorton Colliery and
ihe clerk on pay-day.

I he men ceased working for about two weeks,
aund after that they worked so irregularly that
the colliery was foging money. The proprietor
then eugaged n numbes of men ontside of the
Unlon, and they were to go to work on the fol-
lowing Monday  Among the persons employed
te go 1o work was a Mr. Berkheiser, an Ameri-
car=hourn eitizen, who bad resided there for
about twenty yenrs. On the Satarday previons
he pald a visit to a vear uneignbor, an English-
wnn, by ine pnme of Tlley, who liad been con-
fined to kis bed for several years. The room in
which  be lay was on the first floor,
with one window opening to the street.
Berkhelser was settiog  at  the foot of
the Led, nud Mrs. Tiley was sittlog at the side
ol ft, ona range with Berkheiser. Between 7
ard So'clock & flash of a pistol was observed
und u report.  Berkhetser jumped ap from the
clinir and suld that was in the neighborhond,
sud before he had hoardly time to utter the re-
murk e was shot in the hend, the ball entering
hig forebead and graziog the face of Mrs, Tiley,
who was in range with Berkheiser, and who was
in the act of rising also, at the same time.
Before be was shot, he was frequently hooted at
by members of the W, B. A, because he would
uo!l join thelr organization.

Of courre. *uch a horrid assassination in o
sick room ereated o great excitement, and the
people were horror stricken,

It bhad been charged and is believed that Berk-
ileer was murdersd by or at the lustigation of
members of the W, B. A, It appears that the
ciitor of the Monitor visited the plaee, and
aufter conferring with the members, he published
i his paper the following heartless article re-
lating 1o this terrible assussioation. We publish
it I tull:—

YAt Treverton, on Saturday evening last, Mr.
Isuac Berknelser, a non-anion miner, while visiting
8 slck man nsmed Tiey, was twice fired at threugn
a8 window, the second shot mortally woanding him,
He dled at 8 v'clock on Sanday afternoon, having
been tneonsclons all the wille after recelving the
wonud, The repurts say that Mra. Tiley, wife of the
flok man, was burned, which I8 not true, We have
been ub sOme pans to ascertaln whether the report
that the perpetrator of the deed was a nnion minae,
aud shot Mr. Berkhelser because he was a blackleg,
i true or not, wnd we are rellably imformed that the
story I8 mere sugploion, being sitogether withoot
fonudation. Ouar faformant savs there are pesole in
Treverton who wonld haug u man without judge or
Jury for belng, amember of the unlon if they had v
in their power—and we helleve 18"

[hi» was publizhed after conference with the
wembers, There I# not one word of condemna-
tion of 8o horrible a murder, committed in a
elck room. That Mre. Tiley was *‘not burned”
it a0 tmportant point to he named. There are
vome who wonld think that the writer of
guch an article, under such cirenmstapces, was
seeeseory 1o the murder; but 19 out of every
20 diginterested persons could place no other
coustruction on the above article than a full
justiieation of the murder. Efforts were made
atierwards to start the colliery by men ontside
the nnlon, bt the opposition to it and the dif-
ficulties encountered were so great, that the
parties who had taken it were forced to give It
np, and it has besn standing idle ever since.
The people are suffering, and a number of rob-
beries have alreandy been commitied.

The winers there seem determined the col-
liery #hall not work, unless under their control.

The Missiasippl
river is navigable for three hundred miles above
Brainerd, and in this reglon there is an abund-
ance of Jumber, grain, ete., in the trade of which
articles the town Is already largely engnged.

The Northern Paclfic road Is graded to the
Red river, a dlstunce of 153 miles west of
Brainerd, and the rails for this section are now

OBITUARY.

Dr. Bartholomew Funssell.

Dr. Fuesell, of West Chester, one of the
fathers of the country, and at one time a very
prominent man in connectlon with the anti-
glavery movement, dled lately, at the age of
seventy-seven years. He was born in Chester
county, Fa., in the year 1704, his ancestors belng
of the sect of Friends, and among those of Eog-
lish origin which arrived in the country during
the early settlement of Penmsylvania under
William Penn. Some of them then bullt their
houses In the wild country now occupled by the
city itself.

When a young man Fussell removed to Mary-
land, and there, In connection with Elisha
Tyson, became a most active opporent of the
slavery system, though it waa protected by the
government of the State In which he resided.
He there taught school during the week, readlog
medicine in the evenings, and also founded and
had the charge of a colored Bunday-school,
where the rudiments of knowledge were im-
parted to some ninety negroes.

He afterwards gradusted im medlcine, and
immediately became a propheét of the doctrine
that elavery was the immediate canse of nu-
merous diseases to which the communily was
subject. When he returned to Pennsylvanla to
practise his profession, his house became a haven
for all the fugitive slaves, and it Is sald that
about 2000 were aided by him in their efforts to
escape. Hls coadjutors and earnest friends were
Benjamin Lundy, Willlam Lloyd Garrison, and
Thomas Garrett. He was of course connected
with the Antl-slavery Soclety, and attended its
last meeting, bheld in Philadelphia only ashort
jime ago,

He was o successful medical practitioner, and
was an earneést advocate of the cause of the
medical education of women. The Women's
Medical College, on North College avenue,
Philadelphia, 15 the offspring of his thought and
endeavor, though he was never conuvected di-
rectly with it. He, however, himself Instructed
a class of Indles In medlicine as early as the
year 1840,

Unlon Pacific Hallroad Heport.

Bostox, March 8.—"he report of tha Presi-
dent of the Union Pacific Reilroad to the swok-
holders was presented at the directors’ meetiog
to-day, from which the following exiracts are
made—

“We have very much®improved our road dur-
jng the past year by rmoothing and perfecting
the road bed, rtrengihening the snow-shede
where they showed sigus of weakuness last
winter, increasing the amount of snow-fenes:,
and o effectunlly has the rosd been protecied
during the past winter from ohstructins hy
enow that we bave 'n no Insance mi-sed ¢oie
nection at either end of the line, while roads
East through Ivwa have beeu detalned over
twenty-four houre,

“The great dargers contewplated from the
snows of Platte Valley aud Loramic Pisins have
proved groundlegs, aud the Uunton Paeltde road
¢an be run with more certainty of belug unob-
structed by suow than the rallroads of New
Eoglard and New York, Tue waui o' a bridge
over the Miggouri river at Omalia, to vonnect
Eastern rallioads with the Unlon Pacifie, bas
been one of the most annoying lueid nia econ-
nected with the trip to California. Th» uncer-
taln and turbulent eharacter of the river, with
ite shiftiog banks, has made 165 passags uucer-
tain and frequently exiremely todions.

“Daring the past year we have been actively at
work upon a bridge, and hope 0 huvs s per-
manert aud durable siurnctare as can b: made
for use durlng the summer. An act has been
obtained from Congress suthorizing the mort-
gage of the bridge. We propote now to issue
§2,500,000 of twenty year eight per cent. mort-
gage bonds Lo provide noies tor the completion
of the bridge. The tolls on the bridge will be
fixed ata rate sufficient (o pay the int:iest on
the bonds and set apart enough to the sinkliug
fund to redeem them at maturity. It is pro-
posed to make the bridge a carrlage-way for the
accommodation of travel between the cities of
Omauha and Couveil Bloffs, and from waieh it is
expected to derive an income largely lu excess
of the additional cost; without interference with
its use for railroad purposes.

FParis (Peb, 18) Correspondence Lendan Daily News,

The war indemnity exsoted of the city of
Paris, samounting to 200,000,000 franes (.£8,000,-
000 srerling), Is in course of lignidation. Last
Mouday the sam total was conveyed to Ver-
stillis, aceording to agreement, It was com
of drafte upou Berlin to the ameount of one-half,
and the other bell of notes of the Bank o
Frunee, inelosed in twolron chests. The Prussian
recelvers wanted to eheck the amount, notwith-
standing that the sesis were intact, a fact to
which thelr attention was directed, as a guaran-
tee of the integrity of the contents. In return
a sum of 50,000 000 franes in notes was handed
over to the Freuch Commissloner, to bhe ex-
changed #till according to the convention —
against 50.000,000 fn gold and 20 000,000 in sil-
ver. The French Commissioner (nsisted npon
the verification of the 50 000,000 returned lato
bis bands. Oo Tuesday the Bank of France
remitted 7,000,000 o ellver. The Prussian

agents proceeded to count out the amount; but
